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Robin may 
be replaced 
as State bird 


For the second year in a row, leg- 
islation has been introduced in the 
Michigan House of Representatives 
that would designate the black- 
capped chickadee the official state 
bird. 

Bird enthusiasts have been trying 
since at least 1950 to replace the 
robin with the chickadee as the 
state’s favorite bird. That year the 
state Audubon Society led the 
drive. 

In 1981, Petoskey businessman 
Tom Symons collected 15,000 peti- 
tion signatures favoring the chick- 
adee. Petitions were again submit- 
ted in 1991 and 1999. 

Former Gov. William Milliken, 
widely viewed as “Michigan’s con- 


servation governor,” has endorsed . 


the current effort on the chick- 
adee’s behalf. 

The, robin was designated the 
state’s bird by legislative resolution 
in 1931, after an Audubon survey 
indicated it was the state’s favorite 
songbird. The robin edged out the 
chickadee 45,511 votes to 37,155. 

Chickadee proponents point out 
poll after poll shows the public now 
yastly favors it over. the robin. 
Why? They cite these reasons: 

* Unlike the robin, the chickadee 
is with us year-round; toughing out 
our winters like true Michiganders.

A 1.45 mill levy was found to be 
the correct answer to relief current 
budget constraints. County offi- 
cials added that if county revenues 
increase due to additional business- 
es coming into the Industrial Park,

guage would reflect the levy can go 
no higher.

Two suspects connected to last 


year’s football field turfing case 
appeared before Chief Judge Alton 
T. Davis in 46th Circuit Court on 
April 2. 

‘Three suspects were arrested last 
June for driving on and damaging 
the Grayling High School football 
field and surrounding running 
track. Gates to the field were also 
damaged. 

Damage was criginally estimated 
at $29,000, but costs were reduced 
when school officials decided to 
repair the track instead of consider- 
ing replacement. Costs for repair 
of the track were estimated at 
$3,000 to $4,000 by Crawford 


. County Prosecutor John Huss. 


School maintenance workers 
repaired the damaged football field 
for about $5,000. 

Jeremy Michael Tuck was sen- 
tenced by Judge Davis to 180 days 
in jail. Davis ordered Thick to serve

Lovells Fire 
Department will receive a small 
profit from the sale of each kit 
which will be used to help pay for 
medical supplies, emergency equip- 
ment and help fund the annual 
Lovells Bridge Walk. Lovells 
Emergency Medical Technician 
Barbara Loar said her department 
hopes to sell enough kits to allow it 
to make a donation back to MMR as 
thanks for serving as a main distrib- 
utor of the kits in the county.

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RONALD REAGAN was a popular pres- 
ident, winning election twice in convincing 
manner. 

He's been out of office now for more than 
12 years. and many of his most loyal admir- 
ers keep pushing for ways to honor his 
memory, even though he’s still alive. 

First was the suggestion that his face be 
carved on Mt. Rushmore. joining George 
Washington, Abraham Lincoln, Thomas 
Jefferson and Theodore Roosevelt. 

Not many Americans saluted that flag as it 
ran up the flagpole, so the idea died of its 
own weight, as it should. 

His fans, however. succeeded in renaming 
Washington’s National Airport in his honor. 
and a new government office building on 
Pennsylvania Avenue will be the Reagan 
Building. 

MORE LATELY. a push has developed to 
construct a Ronald Reagan Memorial on the 
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ALMANACK

National monument to Ronald Reagan? Not yet 


This move is despite an existing law 
requiring a 25-year waiting period to get a 
monument in Washington, and Mr. Reagan. 
does not qualify yet. 

New monuments along the National Mall 
are planned for World War HI veterans, and 
for Martin Luther King. Jr. Monuments for 
Korean Veterans, President Franklin D. 


Roosevelt and even the Vietnam Wall are of 


rather recent vintage. as monuments go. 

It’s getting downright crowded down 
Monument Lane. 

The verdict is still out on whether Mr. 
Reagan was a president of monument cal- 
iber anyway. History eventually will 
decide. 

Although modern disciples of the Reagan 
Revolution would disagree, most rankings 
of presidents by historians usually tab Mr. 
Reagan as a mediocre president at best. 

He was a wonderful speaker, an outstand- 
ing communicator, with a flare for dramatic 
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AS PRESIDENT. Mr. Reagan continual- 
ly called for smaller government and less 
government spending. Yet he accomplished 
neither in Washington. Years earlier, he had 
used the same platform as Governor of 
California, but when he left Sacramento 
state deficits were higher and government 
was no smaller. 

Mr. Reagan usually is cited for greatness 
due to the end of the Cold War. Indeed, he 
did challenge Mikhail Gorbachev to “tear 
down that wall,” 
perhaps hyperbolic in condemning “the evil 
empire.” 

A case can be made that inexorable world 
developments centered on economic matters 
had more to do with the collapse of the com- 
munist empire than anything Mr. Reagan 
said or did. Again. history will judge. 

In any event, the Berlin Wall came down 
in 1989, after Mr. Reagan went back home 
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shouldn't any wanton memorial to that 
effect give equal recognition to his succes- 
sor, President George Bush, who was actu- 
ally in charge when the Berlin Wall came 
down? 

PERHAPS AS TIME goes on, Mr. 
Reagan’s tenure in the white House will be 
viewed as outstanding by a wider audience 
than strict Reagan partisans. It could hap- 
pen. 

More practical than yet another monu- 
ment in Washington might be for Congress 
to memorialize Mr. Reagan by placing his 
likeness on a one dollar coin. 


“We have a dime with the likeness of 


Franklin D. Roosevelt, and a haif dollar for 
John F. Kennedy. 
A Reagan dollar might be just the thing. 
The U.S. Treasury department and the 
mint keep trying to get Americans to use a 
dollar coin in everyday commerce. Coins 


find them too cumbersome and heavy, for 
daily trading. 

The Susan B. Anthony dollar coin 
flopped, partly because it was about the size 
of a quarter. ; 

More recently, a gold dollar coin with the 
image of Sacajawea, the native American 
woman who helped open the northwest With 
the Lewis and Clark expedition, was issued. 
It’s an attractive coin, but it too has flopped 
as a trading device... at least so far. j 

Maybe a dollar coin with the Reagan like- 
ness would satisfy his fans and induce more 
people to carry their hero in their purses and 
pockets, and thus introduce a metal dollar 
into the daily marketplace. 

It might be worth a try... say, in another 25 


years or so. 
ok * *

Agricultural opportunities await American Indians 


© USDA offers 
funds, advice for 
environmental 
improvements: 


Honoring and protecting Mother 
Earth is an American Indian cultural 
tradition. American Indians teach 
about protecting and providing for 
seven generations to come. Having 
clean water and air, and healthy 
plants and animals to sustain all life 
are in the teachings of the American 
Indians, 

American Indians have a unique 
opportunity to make environmental 
improvements on their land with 
funds and natural resource manage- 
ment advice from the United States 
Department of  Agriculture’s 
(USDA) Natural Resources 
Conservation Service (NRCS).

Twenty-six American Indian 
landowners and one tribe have 
already made environmental 
improvements to their property 
using this assistance. 

The American Indian 
Environmental Quality Incentives 
Program (EQIP) is one method of 
providing environmental conserva- 
tion assistance for American Indian 
landowners and leasers, as well as to 
federally recognized tribes. Natural 
resource specialists work with the 
landowners individually to develop 
a plan for environmental improve- 
ment On their land. 

Environmental improvements 
may include reducing soil erosion, 
improving water quality, creating 
wildlife habitat or creating and/or 
Applying 
practices, such as installing erosion 
control structures or planting a field 
for wildlife: habitat makes these 
improvements. A list of practices 


that the landowner can receive fund- 
ing and advice for is available at the 
NRCS Office in the county USDA 
Service Center. 

In general, any type of environ- 
mental problem involving eroding 
soit and destructive impacts on 


‘water quality on your property are 


eligible for assistance. Projects 
such as tree and shrub planting, 
improving wetlands through 
restoration, construction or planting 
wild rice, and closing old water 
wells are a few types of projects that 
have been financed through EQIP. 
- To apply for assistance to manage 
your environmental problems you - 
will develop a conservation plan 
with the natural resource specialist 
in your county and submit an appli- 
cation for financial assistance. 
Applications are: ranked and select- 
ed for funding based on how much 
the environment will improve. 

If you are selected to receive 


assistance, you will enter into acon- - 


tract with the USDA for a period of 
five to 10 years. The practices and 
plans for EQIP are to treat the land 
to a level where the land can be sus- 
tained for a longer period of time. 
An application for an EQIP contract 
is made at the USDA Service 
Center.

Conservation club applauds DEQ’s Cadillac tire burning decision 


Michigan United Conservation 
Clubs’ (MUCC) affiliates Cadillac 
Sportsman’s Club, —_ Harrison 
Sportsman’s Club and the Pere 
Marquette Chapter of the Michigan 
Wild Turkey Hunters Association 
helped protect Michigan’s air and 
water quality through grass roots 
support in a Cadillac case that did 

‘not adequately prevent pollution 
from tire-derived fuel. 

MUCC and their District 13 
applaud the Michigan Department 
of Environmental Quality’s (DEQ) 
decision to deny a permit that would 
allow Cadillac Renewable’ Energy 
(CRE) to burn a maximum of 90 
tons a day or 25,000 tons a year of 
tire-derived fuel. At issue was the 


‘lack of controls placed on sulfur 
dioxide and sulfuric acid emissions. 

With approximately nine million 
scrap tires generated annually in the 
state, scrap tire disposal is a major 
concern. MUCC supports the burn- 
ing of scrap tires as tire-derived fuel 
to-offset the use of coal-fired elec- 
tric generation facilities in Michigan 


that generate.64% of the state’s sul-. 
fur dioxide emissions, 22% of its’ 


nitrogen oxide emissions and 48% 
of its mercury emissions. However, 
support of tire-derived fuel for pro- 
duction of electricity is contingent 
upon the implementation of pollu- 
tion control technology and moni- 
‘toring and reporting of emissions, 
including toxins and criteria air pol- 


lutants. ; 
“We commend the DEQ for tak- 
ing this proactive step to help ensure 
the environmental quality of north- 
west Michigan remains intact,” 
MUCC Executive Director Jim 
Goodheart exclaimed. “MUCC 
supports the burning of tire-derived 
fuel, but only when appropriate pol- 
lution control technologies prevent 
‘emissions from exceeding thresh- 
olds which pose threats to humans, 
fish and wildlife. The DEQ fol- 
lowed through on MUCC and public 
testimonies, determining adequate 
pollution prevention measures were 
not in place.”

To assist lawmakers in determin- 
ing what voting system best serves 
the needs of Michigan voters, 
Secretary of State Candice S. Miller 
sponsored a Voting Technology Fair 
at the Lansing Center in downtown 
Lansing, late last month. 

“It’s ironic that as Michigan 
begins the new millennium, we are 
still using voting technology more 
than 100 years old,” said Secretary 
Miller. “To decide on the best 
choice for Michigan, we need to 
become more familiar with the latest 
voting systems as well as the voting 
technology that is just over the hori- 
zon.” 

Eight vendors were present, dis- 
playing 13 voting systems. Visitors 
to the fair viewed the latest in voting 
technology by Compaq, Fidlar 
Doubleday, Elections Solutions, 
ES&S, Global, Microvote, Sequoia 
and Unilect. The systems on display 
included voting kiosks, an Internet 


system, several touch-screens, opti-. 


cal scan and a precinct tabulator for 
punch cards, 


“A uniform statewide voting sys- 
tem offers many advantages,” said 
Secretary Miller. “With one system, 
the way we vote, design ballots, 
count votes, train election workers 
and educate voters is the same for 
every precinct and every election.” 

One of the challenges election 
Officials face in choosing a uniform 
voting system is Michigan’s highly 
decentralized election system. The 
state has 5,376 precincts, and its 
local election officials comprise 25 
percent of all local election officials 
in the nation. According to data col- 
lected during the 2000 election 
cycle, Michigan precincts use the 
following voting systems: 

* 3,006 precincts use an optical 
scan system.. Optical scan requires 
voters to color in an oval or arrow 
next to a candidate’s name. A scan- 
ner reads the marks and tabulates 
votes. 

* 1,443 precincts use a punch card 
system. With punch cards, voters 
use a stylus to punch a hole in the 
ballot corresponding to the candi- 


date’s name. A card reader reads 
and tabulates votes. 

* 693 precincts use lever-style 
voting machines. One of the oldest 
voting systems still in use, voting 
machines mechanically record votes 
indicated by the voter, who turns 
down levers over or next to the can- 
didate’s name. 

¢ 137 precincts use paper ballots. 
The voter writes an “x” or a check 
mark next to the cones’ name. 

¢ 97 precincts use direct record- 
ing electronic voting systems. 
Voters touch a button or a computer 
screen to indicate their choices. The 
results are electronically stored and 
are internally counted by the com- 
puter equipment. 

Secretary Miller will use informa- 
tion gathered at the Voting 
Technology Fair when presenting 
her findings on voting systems to 
state lawmakers in April. As part of. 
her report, she will make a recom- 
mendation on how the state should 
proceed in choosing a uniform sys- 
tem.

Bill would require vaccinations for college students

LANSING -- A Michigan State 
University student and a Jawmaker 
are leading the way to require 
incoming college students who live 
on-campus to be immunized for a 
potentially deadly disease. 

Adam Busuttil, an MSU music 
education sophomore, contracted 
Meningococcal meningitis in 
October 1999. The bacteria cause 
inflammation around the spinal cord 
and brain and is often fatal. 

Symptoms include headaches, 
high fever, stiff neck, vomiting, 
extreme fatigue and sensitivity to 
bright lights. 

“Something needed to be done 
because I wouldn’t want to go 
through what I went through again,” 
said Busuttil, 21. “For four days 
they didn’t even know if I was ame 
to live. 

“The chances. of me surviving 
were pretty slim -- around five per- 
cent.” 

With symptoms similar to the flu,

Busuttil said, students may not real- 
ize they're sick until it’s too late -- 
all the more reason for them to take 
precautions and get immunized 
against the bacteria. 

Rep. Lauren Hager, R-Port 
Huron, introduced a bill in the 
House to require college students 
living in on-campus housing to be 
immunized for meningitis. 

Busuttil, a Shelby Township 
native, said the bill deserves to 
become law and plans to testify for 
the measure when it gets to commit- 
tee. 

“Our top priority with this biil is 
to raise awareness about meningi- 
tis,” Hager said. “Second, and 
equally important, is that we let peo- 
ple know there é are vaccines out 
there.” 

Hager said the bill focuses on on- 
campus students because, while 
rare, the chances of a meningitis 
‘outbreak are heightened in tight 
quarters such as residence halls. 

It can be spread through respirato- 
ry and throat secretions such as kiss- 
ing, coughing and sharing eating 
utensils. 

“In a university setting, where 
students live in such close proximi- 


ty to each other, the chances for it 
spreading are far greater,” Hager 
said. “We also don’t want to make 
the law too far encompassing. You 
want to be careful not to over-man- 
date a situation. 

“People are cautious when you 
require them to do things in regard 
to their health.” 

Geralyn Lasher, director of com- 
munications for the Michigan 
Department of Community Health, 
said there are about 100 cases of 
meningitis a year in Michigan. 

“This is something more and 
more universities are encouraging 
their students to get a vaccine’ for,” 
Lasher said. “Many people carry the 
bacteria but have no symptoms. You 
could feel perfectly fine and give it 
to someone without knowing.” 

The vaccine is not good forever, 
however, and students will need to 
be re-immunized every four years. 


Parents of students under 18 years: 


of age could opt out of the shots by 
signing a waiver, and students who 
are legally adults can also waive the 
immunization requirement. Hager 
said he is including the provision for 
those with biases against vaccines 
or for religious reasons. 


Busuttil said even on those 
grounds they might want to recon- 
sider. “If most people saw what I 
went through, they would take the 
five seconds of pain over the conse- . 


" quences,” he said. 


Being vaccinated would be the 
responsibility of parents and stu- 
dents. The university and state 
would not pay for the measure. 

But Hager said since the measure 
is for their: protection, he doesn't 
expect many students to take the 
risk. 

MSU vaccinated 16,000 students 
against the bacteria in 1999 after 
Busuttil was hospitalized for the 
strain of bacteria. The university 
recommends that all incoming stu- 
dents be immunized against menin- 
gitis, but it does not require it. 

Another MSU_ student, - Tricia 
Zailo, died in December from 
meningitis, and two MSU students 
died from the bacteria in 1997. Five 
Detroit area youths died from the 
disease last fall. 

Hager's bill, which has bipartisan 
co-sponsorship, was expected to be 
referred to the House Health Policy 
Committee.

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years’ flood of bankruptcy filings, 
the banking industry and its allies in 
the House and Senate are ignoring 
the underlying reasons why people 
got into trouble in the first place - 
unrealistic money goals, compulsive 
spending, consumption habits, self- 
esteem issues and lack of personal 
responsibility and financial aware- 
ness. These issues, and many more, 
are the real reasons that people find 
themselves in financial trouble. 
Until we. as a society, face them 
head on, people are going to contin- 
ue heading toward insolvency - new 
bankruptcy bill or not. 

Debt problems cannot be 
explained away by saying that the 
credit card companies are marketing 
too much or that bankruptcy laws 
are too loose. Years of experience 
working with people in financial 
trouble demonstrate time and time 
again that money problems are never 
about the money. Money problems 
are a symptom of bigger life issues. 

Here is the crux of the problem: 
bankruptcy is a legal, financial solu- 
tion that people use to solve non- 
legal, non-financial issues. The 
inability to pay the bill is the symp- 
tom not the diagnosis. 

It seems that we are always more 
comfortable trying to identify who is 
the victim and the perpetrator in 
cases of financial troubles. We find 
comfort in finding someone to 
blame. Credit card companies and 
their extensions of credit are often 
erroneously cast as the villains of 
our nation’s consumer financial 
problems. 

I filed for bankruptcy protection in 
1990. I had gotten into financial 
trouble and was unable to repay my 
debts for reasons that I could easily 
have blamed on others. I had about 
$25,000 of credit card debt and I felt, 
at the time, the credit card compa- 
nies were to blame. 

I was wrong. I wasn’t a victim of 


credit card, companies, installment - 


loan outfits, mortgage lenders or 
anyone else. I was just in denial 
about the reality of my ‘situation. I 
willingly used the credit offered to 
me. Nobody came with me to the 
store, put a gun to my head and 
made me take my credit card from 
my pocket and hand it to the clerk. I 
did it all myself. © 


I frantically searched for a viable 
solution to my problem. Credit 
counseling said they could not help 
and nobody else offered any advice 
other than bankruptcy. My situation 
was complicated; I needed help and 
didn’t know what else to do, so I 
filed. 

in 1994, i turned my life’s biggest 
mistake into hope and assistance for 
others by co-founding a nonprofit 
organization that helps people find 
solutions for difficult financial prob- 
lems. We help our clients deal with 
the emotional, behavioral and finan- 
cial effects of money troubles. The 
bankruptcy bill addresses only one 
of those issues. 

Take for example a husband who 
blames his wife for overspending 
and says, “Our debt troubles are 
your fault. Stop buying stuff.” If 
they consider bankmuptcy as a way to 
solve their financial problem, it 
won't. 

The new bankruptcy law will 
attempt to squeeze every last penny 
out of them and provide years of fis- 
cal punishment without ever 
addressing or providing assistance 
for the true underlying reason for 
their overspending. The causes 
could include relationship problems, 
compulsive shopping, compulsive 
spending, self-esteem issues or other 
out-of-control! money behaviors. 

Bankruptcy reform should not cre- 
ate a system that extracts money 
from debtors without ever consider- 
ing the underlying reasons why they 
got into trouble in the first place. 
Unless you discover why a debtor’s 
expenses exceed income, bankrupt- 
cy will only be a way to make tem- 
porary reductions in expenses but 
will do nothing to fix the reasons 


that brought bankruptcy filers to the 


financial edge. 

Unfortunately, there are very few 
places that help consumers over- 
come these underlying life issues. 


-Even the: budgetary and credit: coun- 


seling centers that consumers will be 
forced to go to do not address these 
issues. : ; 

The tighter the bankruptcy laws 
squeeze consumers, the more they 
will blame others for their financial 
problems. They will never find a 
reason to accept personal responsi- 
bility for their financial actions and

will likely find themselves in similar 
financial straits again. 

The financial industry loses more 
than $40 billion every year to bank- 
ruptcy. It’s difficult to quantify what 
individual bankruptcy filers lose, but 
the financial and emotional costs are 
big. Our recent study shows that 
they pay as much as 70 percent more 
just for auto and home loans. 
Bankruptcy also increases the ptice 
a person pays to lease a car, rent an 
apartment and purchase insurance. 
The emotional cost can be even 
higher. People lose self-esteem and 
confidence, personal characteristics 
that trickle down to affect them in 
many ways. Some stay in low-pay- 
ing jobs thinking that new employ- 
ers will not hire them. Others think 
they are stuck having to accept high 
interest rates after bankruptcy 
because their credit is trashed. 

Some of the staunchest congres- 
sional supporters of the new bank- 


ruptcy reform legislation feel that it. 


is needed to restore a stigma to the 
bankruptcy process. They feel that 
people do not feel shame as a result 


of filing. Nothing could be further . 


from the truth. I know from person- 
al and professional experience. I 
will carry my pain for the rest of my 
life. If more shame is what our con- 
gressional representatives want, then 
they should just publish the names of 
bankruptcy filers in the local news- 
paper.

Timber Mandate: A threat to our forests 


The following was submitted to 
the Avalanche by two of our readers 
and has been circulating throughout 
Grayling. The submitters felt this 
essay, originally published as part 
of the “Public Forum” in the Aprii 
‘O] issue of “Healing Garden,” is a 
worthwhile read. It is published in 
its entirety. 

Dear Business 
Concerned Citizen: 

I am writing to alert you of a seri- 
ous threat to the quality and beauty 
of Michigan’s forests, and therefore 
to the business interests of our com- 
munities. The “Timber Mandate,” a 
House bill attachment that would 
force the Michigan Department of 
Natural Resources (DNR) to cut a 
sizable portion of our state forests 
each year, has been reintroduced 
into the Lansing budget process. We 
ask your immediate action in con- 
tacting Rep. Scott Shackleton as 
soon as possible to voice your con- 
cern. 

What is the “Timber Mandate?” 
The Governor’s proposed DNR 
Budget Bill, HB 4259, includes lan-

guage that would force the DNR 
Forest. Management Division to cut 
“69,000 acres plus or minus 10%” of 
our public forests each year. 
Michigan is the only state ‘in the 
union that has allowed such a budget 
mandate to overrule the professional 
judgement of its forest managers, 
and to silence the public will for the 
sake of the timber lobby. The “tim- 
ber mandate” language would inap- 


‘propriately place timber interests 


above other natural resource and 
recreational values on our public 
lands. 

How does this concern us? 
Thousands of tourists are drawn to 
Michigan for its mushrooming, fish- 
ing, fall color excursions and the 
natural beauty of its forests. In 
recent years, many visitors and resi- 
dents alike have been dismayed by 
the impact of clear cutting and 
heavy logging practices on our pub- 
lic lands.

Can California's electric crisis happen in Michigan?

The news from California is not 
good. The state has experienced 
rolling electricity blackouts and the 
two largest power companies taik of 
bankruptcy. 

Last June, Michigan’s legislature 
passed new laws restructuring much 
of our state’s power industry. This 
begs an obvious question: Can 
California’s power problem happen 
here? 

The answer is no, not if we con- 
tinue to prudently move toward cus- 
tomer choice and support new gen- 
erating plants and electric transmis- 
sion and distribution facilities need- 
ed to power Michigan’s growing 
economy. 

California’s electric utilities can- 
not keep up with the public’s 
demand for power. While the peo- 
ple of California are increasing their 
use of electricity at nearly triple the 
national rate, no new power plants 
have been built in more than a 
decade because of many reasons - 
including opposition from the pub- 
lic. 

By contrast, demand in Michigan 
is growing more slowly, about two 
percent annually, and several gener- 
ating units have been brought into 
service. Consumers Energy rebuilt 
and restarted three units at our plant 
in Muskegon and our holding com- 
pany, CMS Energy, has added units 


_ at a time. 


in northern and southem Michigan 
that can generate power during 
times of peak demand. 

Michigan’s new Jaws removed 
many of the uncertainties that kept 
power suppliers from building new 
plants here. A number of new units 
are planned over the next several 
years. With their output, we could 
have enough electricity to exceed 
customer demand on péak-use days 
by 40 percent or more. Some 
already face very strong public 
opposition, however, so the percent- 
age could turn out to be much small- 
er. . 

California encouraged its electric 
utilities to sell most of their fossil- 
fired power plants. Now, 
California’s utilities are dependent 
on a volatile, short-term wholesale 
power market to buy power one day 
They are barred from 
signing long-term power contracts 
or using the other tools available to 
utilities elsewhere to ensure a reli- 
able supply. 

By contrast, Michigan’s utilities 
are allowed to keep enough existing 


’ generating capacity to serve our cur- 


rent customers. By relying on our 
own plants and firm contracts to buy 
power elsewhere, we have taken the 
necessary steps to ensure a reliable 
supply for the present. 


Califomia’s extraordinarily strict - 


environmental rules have discour- 
aged construction of new power 
plants and .encouraged too much

reliance on natural gas. Michigan 
gets a much smaller fraction of its 
power from gas-fired plants. Our 
primary fuel source is coal, which is 
abundant, affordable and increas- 
ingly clean. Coal-fired and nuclear- 
powered plants provide more than 
half of our electricity, at prices that 
are lower and historically more sta- 
ble. 

Califomia also suffers from inad- 
equate transmission capacity to 
import electricity from other states. 
By contrast, Michigan’s law 
requires the state’s utilities to 
expand transmission capacity by 
2,000 megawatts by June 2002. We 
are already working to meet that 
requirement. 


Finally, Michigan’s new laws. 


empower the Michigan Public 
Service Commission to establish 
performance standards to ensure. 
that our electric customers continue 
to enjoy quality service. 

Michigan’s different approach is 
keeping us from a California-style 
mess. During a few hot summer 
days in 1998 and 1999 when electric 
supplies were very tight, our cus- 
tomers responded to our public 
appeals to conserve by turning off 
some lights and cutting back a bit 
on air conditioning. We didn’t have 
to resort to a dramatic, California- 
style action and kept the power 
flowing. 

Resolving the long term problem 
will require cooperation. You and I

FAIR credit card charges needed 


Everyone: knows that if: you fail to: 


pay your ¢redit card bill’on time, 
your credit card lender can and will 
impose an interest charge on your 
unpaid debt. What most people 
don’t know, however, is that credit 
card lenders also charge interest for 
debt paid on time. 

At issue is the practice by some 
‘credit card companies to charge 
interest on all debt incurred by a 
cardholder regardless of whether 
the cardholder has repaid a portion 
of the debt on time. For example, if 
a cardholder starts a cycle with a 
zero balance, charges $1,000 on 
their credit card, and makes a pay- 
ment of $900 by the due date, some 
credit card companies charge inter- 
est on the full $1,000 instead of on 
the $100 that is owed. That means 
even if a consumer pays 90 percent 
of his debt, he is still charged inter- 
est on 100 percent. 

I don’t know of any other situa- 
tion in which somebody who pays 
an obligation on time is nonetheless 
charged interest on the part that is 
paid. 

These are deceptive and unfair 
interest charges, which can only be 
classified as an extreme overreach 
on the part of credit card companies. 

This gouging of consumers ought 
to be corrected by the credit card 
companies themselves, but if it isn’t 
I am the sponsor of a bill that will 
correct it by law. The Fair and 
Accurate Interest Rate (FAIR)

month in the ‘Senate, would protect 7 


consumers from being charged 
interest on portions of their credit 
card debt that they have already 
paid. My bill ensures that if you 
start off the beginning of the month 
owing nothing, and you pay a por- 
tion of your bill on time, then no 
interest charge may be imposed on 


-debt timely paid. 


The practice described above is 
just one of many ways that credit 
card companies get your balance to 
grow larger and larger each year. 
Consumer Action’s Annual Credit 
Card Survey for 2000-2001, con- 
cludes that “costs of carrying plastic 
Money are continuing to grow.” 
Credit card fees continue to escalate 
and annual percentage rates (APRs) 
increase steadily, averaging more 
than 15 percent this year. In addi- 
tion, more credit card issuers than 
ever have started to assess late fees, 
and many now charge .balance- 
transfer fees, over-limit fees and 
other penalty fees. 

While credit card companies keep 
adding new and higher fees in the 
small print of their lending terms, 
American consumers are suffering 
the consequences. According to 
CardWeb.com, which tracks the 
credit card industry, Americans owe 
more than half a trillion dollars in 
credit card debt and the average 
American household with credit 
cards carries more than $7,000 in 


debt ‘on those credit cards. 


The FAIR Chargés bill protects 


consumers from unfair credit card 
practices and takes a significant step 
toward easing the burden of high 
interest rates and fees imposed by 
credit card lenders.

workers, children in pickups

LANSING -- Two new traffic 
Jaws are in effect to protect children 
in pickups and emergency workers 
on road sides. 

“These two new laws will help 
protect the safety of our children as 
well as the men and women who 
risk their lives every day to protect 
the citizens of Michigan,” said Col. 
Michael D. Robinson, director of 
the Michigan State Police. 

“All too often police officers and 
other emergency responders are 
killed or injured while stopped 
along side the roadway during the 
course of their duties.” 

The first law prohibits a driver 
from allowing anyone under 18 
years old to ride in the open bed of 
a pickup truck traveling at more 
than 15 mph on a roadway. 

There are a few exceptions: if the 
vehicle is in a parade, a military 
vehicle, an authorized emergency 
vehicle or a vehicle engaged in 
farm work. 

A person who violates the law 
may be charged with a civil infrac- 
tion. A civil infraction is a non- 
criminal violation, usually a traffic 
violation such as speeding. 

“Bottom line is there is no pro- 
tection in the back of a pickup,” 
said Trooper Frank Dickson, com- 
munities services officer at the 
Cadillac state police post. “There 
are no seat belts or helmets.” 

In Michigan in 1999, six children 
under the age of 18 were killed and 
91 were injured. The second law is 
a response to police officers killed 
during traffic stops. 

Sen. Valde Garcia, R-St. Johns, 
was a principle legislator in getting 
the second law passed before being 
elected to the Senate on March 20. 


“What got me involved in this 
legislation was that a DeWitt officer 
was killed in January 2000 and 
some of his fellow officers came to 
me,” Garcia said. ‘We wanted to 
model it after the law in Indiana.” 
Garcia said there was some resis- 
tance. 

“One or two people thought it 
might give police officers more 
power, but it is set up to protect the 
officers while they perform their 
duties,” Garcia said. 

Sgt. Charles Hockanson, from 
the traffic services section of the 
MSP, said the laws were needed. 

“] think we've had a rash of offi- 
cers hurt or killed recently,” 
Hockanson said. “There are a num- 
ber of incidents and there are sever- 
al kids killed each year.” 

Dickson said the second law is 
overdue. 

“We've been waiting for hun- 
dreds of years to get that law 
passed. We have traffic stops, just 
like every other law enforcement 
agency and we have had many near 
misses,” Dickson said. 

“This law hopefully will make 
people think about how policemen 
put their lives at stake all the time 
and the reason of this law is to pro- 
tect policemen when they are out 
doing their jobs.” 

The new law requires drivers 
approaching stationary emergency 
vehicles with emergency lights acti- 
vated to move at least one lane 
away if possible. On two-lane 
roads, a driver is required to slow 
and pass with caution, giving the 
emergency vehicle as much room 
as possible. 

The penalties for violating the 
law are based on the injury caused. 
If no injury is caused, the driver is 
guilty of a misdemeanor by a fine 


of no more than $500 or imprison- 
ment for no more than 90 days, or 
both. 

If an injury is caused, the driver 
is guilty of a felony punishable by a 
fine of $1,000 or imprisonment of 
no more than two years, or both. If 
an emergency officer is killed, the 
driver is guilty of a felony punish- 
able by a fine of up to $7,500 or by 
imprisonment of no more than 15 
years, or both. 

Emergency workers include 
police officers, fire fighters and all 
others using emergency vehicles. 

Five troopers have died in the 
line of duty for the Michigan State 
Police. 

The last three troopers who died 
were struck and killed while on 
traffic stops. Trooper Manuel 
Fields, Jackson Post, was killed 
Aug. 27, 1994; Trooper Frederick 
Hardy, Detroit Post, was killed 
Nov. 6, 1999, and Trooper Rick 
Johnson, Paw Paw Post, was killed 
on May 6, 2000. 

On Jan. 25, 2000, DeWitt 
Township officer Gary Preiss was 
struck and killed while on a traffic 
stop and Deputy Donald Rice of the 
Eaton County Sheriff Department 
was killed on Dec. 10, 1985, while 
assisting a stranded motorist. 

Dozens of other officers have 
been struck and injured while on 
traffic stops, many serious enough 
to cause permanent and disabling 
injuries, according to MSP informa- 
tion. : 

“We are hoping that people will 
see the new law and hopefully it 
will save lives,” Garcia said. 

Robinson urges motorists to take 
the new laws seriously. “They have 
been designed to save lives and will 
be strictly enforced,” he said. 

Both laws took effect March 28.

House Bill 4518, introduced by 
Rep.

Cell-phone users who cause 
accidents could be fined

LANSING -- Hello? It is legal 
now to chat on a cell phone while 
driving, but it won't be if a House 
bill passes. 

The sponsor, House Majority 
Floor Leader Bnice Patterson, R- 
Canton, hopes to reduce traffic vio- 
lations and discourage the use of 
cell phones among drivers. Under 
the proposal, a motorist involved in 
a traffic violation or a car accident 
while using a cell phone would be 
fined $25 and one point on his dri- 
ving record. 

The bill also would require the 
secretary of state and State Police to 
conduct a study to record the num- 
ber of traffic violations resulting 
from using mobile phones. 

However, the bill hit a road bump 
last week at a hearing in front of the 
House Transportation Committee. 

Cell-phone advocates argued at 


* the hearing that phone use is not the 


biggest factor diverting attention 
and causing traffic violations. 

They also contended hands-free 
phones will make the bill unneces- 
sary. Such devices allow drivers to 
have both hands on the wheel while 
talking on the phone. 

Cell-phone companies presented 
a nationwide study that indicated 
that the cell phones are only slight- 


. ly more distracting than smoking or 


adjusting an air conditioner or radio 
while driving. 

Dan Manning, owner of Safe-T- 
Plus, a cellular phone store in 
Ludington, acknowledged cellular 
users are more likely to get distract- 
ed while driving. But he contends 
the case would be different from 
person to person. “Some people can 
easily handle two things at the same 
time, but some can’t,” he said. 


Manning said although hands- 
free phones allow drivers to concen- 
trate more on driving, it’s still not 
safe when drivers do more than 
talking, such as finding a pen and 
paper to write. He doubts the bill 
would discourage people from buy- 
ing cell phones. 

Manning also said he doesn’t 
want to see drivers’ freedom to use 
cell phones taken away, but the bill 
will raise drivers’ awareness. “If the 
bill can save one person, then it’s 
worth it,” he said. 

Mason County Sheriff Larry 
Steward said he supports the bill, 
but he would like to see the measure 
take a tougher stand to curtail traffic 
distraction. 

He advocates imposing a larger 
fine and prohibiting violators from 
using a mobile phone for a certain 
period of time. 

Steward agreed the use of mobile 
phones is not more distracting than 
other factors. 

Scottville Police Chief Larry 
Nichols agrees with Steward’s idea 
of expanding the measure. 

“I think Michigan law ought to 
make the use of cell phones while 
driving illegal because they endan- 
ger others and their own lives,” 
Nichols said. 

Andrew Trapp, president of Data 
Control Technology in Ludington, 
believes drivers should be ticketed 
for using mobile phones while 
involved in a traffic violation, 

But Trapp contended it’s not fair 
to just ticket drivers for cell-phone 
use. “Eating a hamburger could 
cause distraction, too,” Trapp said. 
“Why not ticket all activities that 
cause distraction?” 

The bill awaits further discussion 
in the House Transportation

At Bay City, Cueter’s diorama 
entry won best of show (out of 
about 2,000 entries). He also took 
seven gold medals, two silvers, a 
“best of category,” and “best diora- 
ma.” 

Many of Cueter’s models are mil- 
itary-themed. His award-winning 
diorama featured a crane and tank, 
both incredibly detailed. 

When building, he usually starts 
with a model kit, then customizes it 
to create an original model. He uses 
bits and pieces from other kits, com- 
bined with homemade parts, to cre- 
ate a finished product. Interiors of 
vehicles, especially, have to be cus- 
tom-made and pieced together since 
the insides don’t come with the kits. 

The diorama took about three 
years to complete: a year-and-a-half 
for the crane and another year-and- 
a-half for the tank. 

The crane was completely custom 
made; no kit exists to create it. 
Cueter is currently working with a 
model kit-making company to have 
his crane design produced as a kit. 

Cueter turned his garage into a 
studio a few years ago, and works

on his models there. He has been 
into model-making for about 34 
years. (He is 42.) 

“Pve been doing this for years 
and years and years,” said Cueter, 
“ever since I was knee-high to a 
grasshopper.” 

When he was young, his father 
gave him a model kit, an ambu- 
lance, he believes. As he recalls, 
“Nothing went right. It didn’t work 
out, and I threw it away.” 

After that, he stayed away from 
models for a few years, but his inter- 
est picked up later. He got into car 
models, then ships, then armor, and 
then back to cars. He later settled on 
vehicles and dioramas. Some of his 
models now sit in museum displays 
around the country. 

He is now in the process of com- 
bining several models into one big 
scene for next year’s show. Also, he 
is getting ready for Regionals. The 
awards he received at the Bay City 
show earned him an invitation to 
Regionals to be held in May. 
Regionals will include competitors 
from several states, and winners will 
have the opportunity to advance to 
the final show in California. 

“I’m hoping to make it to 
California,” Cueter said.

Crawford County, Michigan. 
Specifically, the purposes of this article 
are: : 

A. To regulate the location of transmis- 
sion towers and telecommunications 
facilities in the county; 

B. To protect residential areas and land 
uses from potential adverse impact of- 
transmission towers and telecommunica- 
tions facilities; 

C. To minimize adverse visual impacts of 
transmission towers and telecommunica- 
tions facilities through careful design, sit- 
ing, landscaping and innovative camou- 
flaging techniques; 

D. To promote and encourage shared 
use/co-location of transmission towers 
and antenna support structures as the pri- 
mary option rather than construction of 
additional single-use transmission tow- 
ers. 

E. To avoid potential damage to property 
caused by transmission towers and 
telecommunications facilities by ensur- 
ing such structures are soundly and care- 
fully designed, constructed, modified, 
maintained and removed when no longer 
used or determined to be structurally 
unsound; and - 

F. To ensure that transmission towers and 
telecommunications facilities are com- 
patible with surrounding land uses. 
Nothing in this article shall apply to ama- 
teur radio antennas, or facilities, used 
exclusively for the transmission of televi- 
sion or radio signals. 

2. Definitions: 

The following words, terms, and phrases, 
when used in this article, shall have the 
meanings ascribed to them in this section, 
except where the context clearly indi- 
cates a different meaning: 

A. Ancillary facilities - means the build- 
ings, cabinets, vaults, closures and equip- 
ment required for operation of telecom- 
munication systems including but not 
limited to repeaters, equipment housing 
and ventilation and other mechanical 
equipment. 

B. Antennas - means an electrical con- 
ductor or group of electrical conductors 
that- transmit or receive radio waves, 
excluding amateur radio antennas. 

C. Antenna support structure - means 
any building or other structure ather than 
a transmigsion tower Which: can be ysed 
for location of telecommunications facil- 
ities. 

D. Applicant - means any person that 
applies for a transmission tower develop- 
ment permit. 

E. Application - means the, process by 
which the owner of a parcel of land with- 
in the county submits a request to deyel- 
op, construct, build, modify, or erect a 
transmission tower upon such parcel of 
land. Application includes all written 
documentation, verbal statements and 


‘representations, in whatever form or 


forum, made by an applicant to the coun- 
ty concerning such a request. 
F. Attachment - means an antenna: or 
other piece of related equipment affixed 
to a transmission tower, building, light or 
utility pole or water tower. 

- Means any 
structures, buildings of land owned by 
Crawford County or its assigns. 


‘H. Co-location - means placement of an 


antenna on an existing transmission 
tower, building, light or utility pole or 
water tower where the antenna and all 
supports are located on the existing struc- 
ture. 

I. Engineer - means any engineer 
licensed by the State of Michigan. 

J. Owner - means any person with fee 
title; a land contract purchaser’s interest, 
a long-term (exceeding 10 years) lease- 
hold to any parcel of land within the 
county who desires to develop, construct, 
build, modify, or erect a transmission 
tower upon such parcel of land. 

K. Person - is any natural person, firm, 
partnership, association, corporation, 
company, or other legal entity, private or 
public, whether for profit or not for prof- 
it. 


- L. Provider - means a person in the busi- 


ness of designing and using telecommu- 
nication facilities including celular 
tadiotelephones personal communica- 
tions services, enhanced/specialized: 
mobile radios, and commercial paging 
services. 

M. Stealth - means any transmission 
tower or telecommunications facility 
which is designed to enhance compatibil- 
ity with adjacent land uses, including, but 
not limited to, architecturally screened 
roof-mounted antennas, antennas inte- 
grated into architectural elements, and 
transmission towers designed to look 
other than like a transmission tower such 
as light poles, power poles and trees. The 
term “stealth” does not necessarily 
_exclude the use of uncamouflaged lattice, 


. guyed or monopole transmission tower 


designs. 

N. Telecommunications facilities - 
means any cables, wires, lines, wave 
guides, antennas and any other equip- 
ment or facilities associated with the 
transmission or reception of communica- 
tions which a person seeks to locate or 
has installed upon or near a transmission 
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tower or antenna support structure. 
However, the term telecommunications 
facilities shall not include any satellite 


- earth station antenna one meter or less in 


diameter, regardless of zoning category. 
O. Transmission tower - means the 
monopole or lattice framework designed 
to support transmitting and receiving 
antennas. For the purposes of this section, 
amateur radio transmission facilities and 
facilities used exclusively for the trans- 
mission of television and radio signals 
are not “transmission towers.” 
Transmission towers include: 

1. Guyed tower - a tower which is sup- 
ported by the use of cables (guy wires) 
which are permanently anchored; 

2. Lattice tower - a tower characterized 
by an open framework of lateral cross 
members which stabilize the tower; and 


_3. Monopole - a single upright pole, 


engineered to be self supporting and not 
require lateral cross supports or guys. 
3. Siting Restricted: 
A. No telecommunication facility or 
transmission tower, as defined in this arti- 
cle, may be constructed, modified to 
increase its height, installed or otherwise 
located within the county except as pro- 
vided in this article.

4. Transmission towers shall comply with 
the Crawford County Airport Zoning 
Ordinance. 

C. Co-Location: New transmission tow- 
ers shall be designed to accommodate co- 
location of additional providers: 

1. New transmission towers of a height of 
two hundred fifty (250) feet or more shal! 
be designed to accommodate co-location 
of a minimum of four (4) additional 
providers either outright or through 
future modification to the transmission 
tower. cae 

2. New transmission towers of a height of 
at least one hundred fifty (150) feet and 
no more than two hundred fifty (250) feet 


shall be designed to accommodate co- ..- 


location of a minimum of two (2) addi- 
tional providers either outright or through 
future modification tothe transmission 
tower. 

D. Setback: The following setbacks from 
property lines and, street right-of-way 
lines shall be required unless a waiver is 
granted pursuant to the provisions of 
Section 24.10: 

1, In all zoning districts, the transmission 
tower shall be set back from property 
lines of the parcel on which they are 
located, a minimum number of feet that is 
equal to the height of the transmission 
tower. 

2, If the transmission tower is located on 
a parcel in any non-residential zone 
which abuts residentially zoned property, 


“the transmission tower shall be set back 


from the adjacent residentially zoned 
property line a minimum number of feet 
that is equal to the height of the transmis- 
sion tower, 

3. In all zones, transmission towers shall 
be set back from the edge of adjacent 
public street rights-of-way a minimum 
number of feet that is equal to the height 
of the transmission tower. : 

E. Buffering: In all zoning districts, 
existing vegetation shall be preserved to 
the maximum extent possible. In all zon- 
ing districts, landscaping may be placed 
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completely around the transmission 
tower und ancillary facilities located at 
ground level except as required to access 
the facility. 

F. Noise Reduction: In zone RR, LDR, 
MDR, HDR, MER, OSC, NSC, CSC and 
HSC, and in all other zoning districts 
when the adjacent propefty is zoned resi- 
dentially or occupied by a dwelling, med- 
ical facility, school, library or nursing 
home, noise generating equipment shall 
be sound-buffered by means of baffling, 
barriers, or other suitable means to 
reduce sound level measured at the prop- 
erty line to 45 decibels. In all other loca- 
tions, noise shall be regulated by applica- 
ble county ordinances. 

G. Lighting: Transmission towers shall 
not be artificially lighted except as 
required by the Federal Aviation 
Administration (FAA). In cases where 
there are residential uses jocated within a 
distance which is three hundred percent 
(300%) of the height of the transmission 
tower from the transmission tower, and 
when required by federal law, dual mode 
lighting shall be requested from the FAA. 
H. Color: The transmission tower and 
attached antennas shall be unpainted gal- 
vanized steel or painted neutral colors or 
such shades as are appropriate and com- 
patible with the surrounding environ- 
ment, as approved by the Zoning Board. 
1. Display: No signs, striping, graphics or 
other attention getting devices are permit- 
ted on the transmission tower or ancillary 
facilities except for waming and safety 
Signage with a surface area of no more 
than three (3) square feet. Such signage 
shall be affixed to a fence or ancillary 
facility and the number of signs is limited 
to no more than two (2). : 

J. Fences: An open air fence, eight (8) 
feet in height, shall be constructed around 
the base of the tower and/or guy wires, 
unless specifically waived by the Zoning 
Board. 

9. Waiver: 

A. Any waiver to the requirements of this 
article shall be granted only pursuant to 
the following provisions. The criteria for 
granting a waiver shall be limited to this 
article, and shall not include criteria 
beyond Article XXIV. 

B. The Zoning Board may grant a waiver 
from the provisions of Section 20.53.8 of 
this article providing the applicant 
demonstrates that: 

I. It is technologically impossible 
(including propagation studies) to locate 
the proposed transmission tower on avail- 
able sites more than one-half (1/2) mile 
from a pre-existing transmission tower 
and still provide the approximate covér- 
age the transmission tower is intended to 
provide: 

2. The pre-existing transmission tower 
that is within one-half (1/2) miles of the 
proposed transmission tower cannot be 
modified to accommodate. - another 


3. There are no available buildings, ligh 

or utility poles or water towers on which 
antennas may be located and still provide 
the approximate coverage the transmis- 
sion tower is intended to provide. 

-C. The Zoning Board may grant a waiver 
to the setback and grounding require- 
ments of sections 20.53.8 (D) or 20.53.9 
upon finding that stealth design, pro- 
posed landscaping, configuration of the 
site, or the presence of mature trees obvi- 
ates the need for compliance.

“Ann Arbor, Mich - Sue had just 
tured 33 when: the unthinkable 
happened. She was waiting in the 
customer serve line at the store one 


morning, her young child in tow, . 


when a heart attack sauck out of 
nowhere. 

Luckily, she made it to the hospi- 
tal in time, and is now recovering 
with the help of regular appoint- 
ments with a University of 
Michigan cardiologist and rehabili- 
tation program. But her heart 
attack, which came without any 
warning symptoms, changed her life 
forever. It also changed her atti- 
tudes about who gets heart disease. 

“I thought this was more of a 
men’s condition,” she says today. 
“Now, I’m becoming more aware of 
how young people can have heart 
attacks, with no known history of 


- cardiac disease, and how it can hap- . 


pen to anybody, including a lot of 
females - more than I had thought.” 

Sue’s story should help all women 
realize the danger they face from 
heart disease - and the steps they 


can take to prevent it - at any age, | 


says U-M Health System cardiolo- 
gist and assistant professor of inter- 
nal medicine Clair Duvernoy, M.D. 

“More women in this country per- 
ceive themselves as not threatened 
by cardiovascular disease, but the 
fact is that it’s the most common 
killer of women in the country,” 
Duvemoy says. “If you ask most 
women, they’ll tell you that the 


_ Major threat to their life and health 


is cancer, especially breast cancer. I 
don’t want to downplay the signifi- 
cance of cancer, but more women 
die of heart disease in the U.S than 
die of all forms of cancer com- 
bined.” 

Another thing that surprises many 
women, she continues, is that more 
women than men die of heart dis- 
ease, and that women who get heart 
disease often fare worse overall than 
men. These facts contradict the 
stereotype that heart problems are 
mostly a man’s concern. ° 

Worse still, such wrong impres- 
sions can escalate women’s risk

even more, Duvernoy warns. They 
may fail to take preventive steps, 
recognize symptoms, manage their 


- other. heart-damaging health condi- 


tions effectively, or pursue the best 
treatment-for a heart problem. 

Early diagnosis, and appropriate 
measures to stave off problems, are 
key to evening the odds. That’s why 
the U-M Health System offers its 
Preventive Cardiology Service, 
where women and men can be eval- 
uated for their cardiovascular risk, 
prescribed a range of preventive 
strategies, and treated. Those 
women who prefer a female cardiol- 
ogist can ask to be seen by one. 

Part of the reason for the differ- 
ence between heart disease death 
rates for women and men is the dif- 
ference in life span. Women tend to 
develop serious heart problems 
about 10 years later than men do, 
but they live longer overall, and 
advanced age is risk factor for heart 
disease. 

So is menopause - possibly due in 
part to the fact that a woman’s level 
of estrogen, which seems to protect 
the cardiovascular system, decreas- 
es as she approaches and enters 
menopause. Duvernoy’s.’ own 
research focuses on the effect of 
estrogen on blood flow in small 
blood vessels. Women who wish to 
enroll in her clinical trials of hor- 
mone replacement therapy and hor-- 
mone alternatives can call 734-769- 
7100. Ext. 5425. 

Women are also more likely than 
men to have the kind of chronic 
health ‘problems, like obesity, dia- 
betes and high blood pressure, that 
can harm the cardiovascular system 
over time. More girls and women 
are smoking at younger ages, posing 


a long-term risk to their heart. Alt 


these factors can remove the heart- 
risk advantage that younger women 
have over men their age. 


These “co-morbidities”, or exist- ' 


ing conditions, not only help cause 
heart disease - they can also make a 
woman who has heart disease hard- 
er to treat and less likely to do well 
after treatment. “Once a women’s

sis on average as a man of her age 
group who has been diagnosed,” she 
says. 

Part of the problem in American 
health care as a whole, Duvernoy 
says, is that doctors and other health 
care providers have the same 
skewed perceptions as women 
themselves. They may not treat a 
woman’s condition as aggressively 
as they would a man’s. 

Another problem involves actual 
differences in the way women expe- 
rience, react to and report symp- 
toms. For example, unlike Sue, 
women who have a heart attack 
sometimes don’t even realize what’s 
happening to them. They may 
report their warning signs as a gen- 
eral malaise, nausea, abdominal 
pain or excessive fatigue, which 
don’t match the chest pain, gray 
color and sweatiness that are widely 
thought of as heart attacks “typical” 
symptoms. 

_As a result, some women don’t 
seek medical attention quickly 
enough, and when they do, they 
may not get checked quickly for a 
heart attack. that can hurt their 
chances; early identification and 
treatment of any heart problem is 
key to making the outcome as good 
as possibie. 

So, Duvernoy says, women must 
lear what to look for, and take 
symptoms seriously. “The message 


for women should be: Be aware of 


- your body. Pay attention to what’s 


going on. Don’t downplay your 
symptoms because you don’t have 
time for this,” she says. “If you feel 
like something is wrong, you need 
to seek medical attention immedi- 
ately.” 

After a heart attack or other prob- 
lem, it’s important for patients to 
get follow-up rehabilitation, includ- 


. ing carefully planned exercise. But 


Duvernoy finds that women are less 
likely to follow through. “Women 


have a lot more barriers to enroll- 


ment in rehab. They tend to be the 
caregiver in the family and they 
don’t think they have the time to go 
and do something for themselves 
because they’re taking care of their 
children, husbands or parents,” she 
says. “But rehab is very helpful in 
improving a women’s prognosis, 
and making her feel a lot better.” 

Preventive and follow-up care for 
heart disease have a lot in common, 
says Duvernoy. In general, she rec- 
ommends that women follow these 
steps. 

* Exercise regularly, whether it’s 
walking your dog, doing aerobics 
or another activity. 

¢ Eat a heart-healthy diet, watch- 
ing your fat and cholesterol intake. 

* Don’t smoke, or if you already 
do, quit. 

* Get regular medical checkups,

* Control your weight, especiat- 
ly if you have diabetes. 

* If you have diabetes, control 
your blood sugar to help cut your 
risk of heart disease. 

* Monitor your blood pressure, 
and if you already know it’s high, 
take your medication. 

* Keep track of the levels of 
‘good’ and ‘bad’ cholesterol in your 
blood - women whose levels of | 
these substances are out of balance 
are more likely to develop a heart 
problem than men. If you have a 
high ‘bad’ cholesterol level, ask 
your doctor about medication. 

¢ If you’re an African-American 
or Hispanic woman, realize that 
your risk is even greater than that 
of white women, and work hard on 
prevention. 

* Don’t count on hormone 
replacement therapy to reduce your 
heart risk after menopause. 
Duvemoy counsels that there’s not 
yet enough evidence that hormone 
replacement protects the heart, or 
that is doesn’t increase stroke risk, 
though she doesn’t recommend that 
women stop hormones taken to 
ease menopauses effects or cut 

osteoporosis risk. 

¢ If you’ve had a heart attack, 
make sure you follow rehabilitation 
recommendations.

Q. Which lake fish 
spawns earliest in the 
year?

Spawning usually takes 
place at night, which some 
diligent observers have 
been able to watch first- 
hand. 


Most of us only experience 
the burbot at the end of an 
ice-fishing pole. While 
these cold-hardy fish do not 
eat during spawning time, 
they are very hungry after- 
wards and begin feeding 
vigorously.
